I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  196  0,  which  sets  out  in  a concise  and  useful  manner 
the  various  health  services  provided  in  the  Urban  District, 

Vital  Statistics 


The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  District  show  an 
increase  in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General)  of  some  310  people.  However,  there  is  a slight 
decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year  - 10,19  against  11,62  for  1959. 

There  is  also  a -.'light  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate, 
10,73  against  11,6  8 in  1959,  and  by  referring  to  the  table 
on  page  11  it  will  be  seen  that  approximately  70^  of  the 
deaths  were  due  to  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases, 

There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  but  there  were  three  stillbirths. 

Infectious  Diseases 


The  number  of  notifications  received  was  174,  the 
decrease  on  last  year  being  due  to  the  absence  of  Measles, 
and  the' revocat  ion  of  the  Order  which  made  Chickenpox  a 
non-not if iable  disease.  Fortunately  there  were  no  cases 
of  Poliomyelitis,  and  the  Pood  Poisoning  affected  the 
members  of  one  family  only. 
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Health  and  Social  Services 


The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  are  up-to-date  and  adequate. 
These  Services  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  in  the 
Urban  District,  and  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  following 
pages. 


Our  thanks  and  appreciation  are  again  due  to  the 
officers  and  meabers  of  the  various  staffs  and  comraittees 
who  combine  to  make  up  a successful  ’Health  Service’s  and 
of  course  to  the  officers  and  staffs  of  the  various  voluntary 
organizations,  who  give  up  so  much  of  their  time  working  for 
the  comfort  and  well-being  of  many  of  the  citizens  of  our 
town. 

Ho us ing 

The  Council’s  building  programme  ended  in  1956,  since 
when  no  further  building  has  been  undertaken.  However,

As  a result  of  inspections,  educational  literature, 
tallcs,  and  ’clean  food’  publicity  during  recent  years,  the 
members  of  the  catering  establishments  and  food  shops  are 
becoming  more  conscious  of  and  more  interested  in  the 
question  of  ’food  hygiene’  and  the  regulations  relating 
thereto « 

The  good  reports  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination,  point  to  a high 
standard  of  cleaiiliness  in  the  handling  of  this  comi-nodity. 

Road  and  Home  Safety 

Continued  progress  is  made  by  the  Road  and  Home  Safety 
Committee,  In  September  196  0 a Road  Safety  V\feek  v/as  held, 
v/hich  included  an  exhibition  in  the  Victoria  Gardens; 
special  films  were  shown;  and  various  displays  took  place 
in  cycle  training  proficiency,  etc,,  etc,.  The  Home  Safety 
Section  is  also  receiving  earnest  attention. 
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General 

In  making  a general  survey  of  the  year's  work,  I vi/ould 
say  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  town  was  very 
satisfactory  during  the  twelve  months  under  review. 


In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  talce  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  ray  appreciation  for  their  support  and 
encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  members  of  the  local 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way 
in  v\^hlch  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  my 
colleagues  in  other  Departments;  to  the  Staffs  of  the

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Urban  District  of  Bro  ads  t airs  and  St.  Peter’s  is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  coast  and  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel,  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Borough  of 
Ramsgate,  The  whoD.e  front,  v/hich  is  interspersed  with 
seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east.  The  cljjiiate  is 
bracing,  dry  and  equable, 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  hote.ls  and  guest  houses  during  the  sumer 
months,  or  are  engaged  in  occupations  connected  with  the 
stay  in  the  district  of  numerous  visitors,  1/Vith  the  advent 
of  the  visitors,  the  summer  population  may  be  said  to  be 
double  the  winter  population, 

v'/hilst  the  town  is  priraarily  a holiday  resort  and  the 
principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops,  Education,  Ent er- 
st ainment  and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Cinema,  Halls, 
Electricity,  Gas,  Water,  Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government, 
Postal  Services  and  Banks),  there  are  Factories,  Wor]cshops 
and  Garages  in  the  Urban  District,  and  an  expanding  light 
industrial  area  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town, 
which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the 
community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry. 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  and  Holiday  Homes,  of 
which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

The  fariTiers  and  nurserymen  in  the  Urban  District  and 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood  provide  employment  for  those 
interested  in  agr icu3-tural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  daily  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  neighbouring 
towns  of  Margate,  Raansgate  and  Canterbury;  and  also  to 
Richborough,  south  of  Ramsgate,  which  area  has  developed 
in  the  past  few  years  into  a busy  hive  of  industry,  thus 
providing  still  more  stable  employment  for  the  residents  in 
the  whole  of  the  Thanet  area. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority  for 
the  Urban  District,  and  they  are  responsible  for  two 
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Technical  Schools,  one  Counter  Ilodern  School  and  four 
County  Primary  Schools  in  the  towns  and  also  for 
.rlilderstone  House,  an  adult  education  centre. 

Social  Welfare  s Elderly  People 

Throughout  the  year  the  needs-  of  the  old  people 
continued  to -attract  attention,  and  whilst  much  good  work 
is  done  by  the  -County  Council's  District  Officers,  Home 
Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Helpers,  the  voluntary 
organizations  make  a valuable  contribution  towards  the 
social,  welfare-of  the  old  peop3-e  in  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  Broadstairs  Branch  of  the  Old  Age 
Pensioners*  federation  and  of  the  'Over  60’  Club,  to.gether 
with  the  W.V«3,,  contini^ed  to  operate  their  'silent  service’ 
for.  the  ageing  and  the  aged  by  visiting  the  aged  sick, 
disabled  and  .needys  ‘ and  by  drawing  attention  to  the  social 
side  of  theii’  activities  to  those  who  are  'home  bound' 
through  shyness  or  loneliness.  So  ci  ai.  s ,.  whist  drives, 
concerts'  (each  Club  "has  its  ovm  choir),  lectures,  outings, 
etc.  are  arranged  and  are  vi/.e.ll ’ supported  by  the  members  of 
the  two  Clubs,  Sessions  are  also  arrarged  .for  those 
interested  in.  the  arts  and  handicrafts,  as  and  when  the 
need  aris  es . 

Social  Welfare  i The  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing „ 

The  good  v;ork  of  the  Marigold  Club.v/as  continued 
dur-ing  1960  by  thb  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Bra.nch  of

.for  at  “this  Club,  and  by  meeting  each  other  at  these  weekly 
sessions,  nov/  interests  and  friendships  are  created  both

Ambulanc  e ' Pac il it ie  s . 


The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provis  ion  of  an  .h'abulance  Service  throughout  the 
County, 

The  iVmbulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St,  Peter's 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thanet 
areai  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (according  to 
location  of  requirement)  are  Whitstable,  Canterbury  and 
Deal, 


Radio -tele phone  equipment  is  installed  at  the  Broad- 
s stairs  Northdown  Station,  enabling  information  to  be  passed 
to  and  from  centra?,  control  and  to  most  of  the  vehicles  in 
the  area.  This  maizes  possible  the  quick  diversion  of  the 
ambulances  to  accidents  and  other  emergencies  and  can  save 
life  and  time. 
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Home  Nursing, 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council, 
and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  accident,  patients  can 
only  be  attended  when  the  nurses  are  required  by  the  doctors 
to  do  so. 


Domestic  Help  Service , 

A Domestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  and  is  provided  for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mental  defective,  aged,  or 
a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  service 
provided  is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic 
help,  and  the  demands  made  on  the  service  continue  to 
increase , 

Elderly  people  retained  in  their  own  familiar 
surroundings,  v/ith  a sense  of  being  still  actively  part  of 
the  conraunity,  can  often  fend  for  themselves  if  given  a 
little  help.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  a good  home  nursing 
service,  together  with  domestic  help  through  a home-help 
scheme,  can  play  such  an  ix-portant  part  in  keeping  the  aged 
and  infirm  out  of  hospital. 

The  Area  Organizer  has  kindly  supplied  me  v/ith  the 
following  information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the 
Urban  District  during  1960. 


Domestic  Help  Services

The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  in  Broadstairs 
and  St,  Peter's  each  week  is  65,  The  v/ork  is  undertaken 
by  13  part-tine  helpers. 

Family  Help  Services 

This  Service  covers  cases  where  a mother  is  admitted 
to  hospital,  etc.,  and  there  are  two  or  more  children  in 
the  household.  It  has  been  found  better  to  retain  the 
children  in  their  own  hoxiies  rather  than  place  them  v/ith 
foster  parents  or  in  residential  nurseries.  It  has  also 
been  found  more  economical  than  boarding  the  children  out. 
Under  this  service  the  care  of  the  children  is  ensured  from 
the  time  the  husband  leaves  for  work  until  his  return  home. 
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Child  Care  Service s 

This  is  a service  to  assist  specified  'problem  family' 
cases  and  is  an  entirely  free  service^  During  the  year 
five  (5)  families  who  v;ere  temporarily  deprived  of  their 
Mother’s  care  v/ere  provided  with  help.

Homes  for  elderly 
people,  one  admi;...istered  by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service,  v/ith  accomimodation  for  30  old  people!  one 
administered  by  the  London  County  Council,  with  accormnodation 
for  40  residents!  and  one  administered  by  the  ‘^Sisters  of 
the  Church  (Church  Ejctension  Society  (incorporated)),  which 
has  accouimodat ion  for  16  retired  elderly  Sisters, 

There  is  also  a small  number  of  premises,  the 
proprietors  of  v/hich  undertake  to  look  after  elderly  people 
and  have  their  premises  registered  by  the  County  Council 
for  this  purpose!  a number  of  old  people  are  also  cared 
for  in  the  registered  Nursing  Homos  when  rooms  are  available. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  in  many  parts, 
and  assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  given  by  the 
locaj.  Council,  In  the  developraent  of  the  Northdov/n  Estate 
the  erection  of  47  smaj,l  bungalows  enabled  the  Council,  to 
satisfactorily  house  a number  of  o3-d  people,  and  people 
1 iv  ing  aj. one ; the  s e s mal  1 bungalov\/  s are  much  appre c iat  ed 
by  the  occupants.

Hental  Aftercare  Home . 

A .Mental  HeaJ.tli  Service  for  the  prevention,  care  and 
aftercare  of  .'nental  illness  and  defectiveness  is  operated 
by  the  County  Council,  and  the  District  Officer  is  the 
appointed  '^Duly  Authorized  Officer”  for  this  Service. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  is  one  registered  "■•Cental 
Aftercare  Home,  v^ith  accommodation  for  24  patients. 
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Home  Safety  - Accidents  in  the  Home  i Road  Safety , 

In  June,  1959  the  Urban  District  Council  approved  the 
principle  of  the  Road  Safety  Sub-CoviMit tee  doaj.ing  with  the 
co-ordination  of  Home  Safety  Measures  in  the  Urban  District 
and  the  issue  of  information  relating  to  the  precautions 
which  should  be  taken  in  the  homes,  particularly  where  there 
are  young  children  or  old  people. 

The  Kent  County  Council  agreed  to  make  a grant  tov/ards 
the  expenditure  involved,  and  made  suggestions  regarding 
the  appointment  of  certain  persons  as  local  representatives 
to  attend  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Sub-Committee  when 
home  safety  matters  would  be  under  discussion, 

A letter  was  received  f2?om  the  County  Medical  Officer 
dated  13th  October,  1959,  enclosing  a copy  of  a circular 
letter  which  he  was  sending  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  in 
connection  with  the  local  Council's  arrangements  to  under- 
take Home  Safety  duties,  with  the  aid  of  a grant  from  the 
County  Council!  giving  further  details  of  the  quarterly 
planning  guide;  and  offering  assistance  in  the  organization 
of  any  future  local  campaigns  which  might  be  under 
consideration. 

The  good  work  of  the  Road  and  Home  Safety  Committee 
continued  during  the  year  - schemes  organized  included 
Road  Safety  Week,  llfnibit ions , Special  Films  and  Displays, 

In  addition.  Advisory  and  Consultative  members  of  the 
Committee  volunteered  to  give  lectures  to  children  at 
schools  in  the  area,  and  these  were  followed  up  by  Road 
Safety  Proficiency  Tests,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 
Approx iaately  90^’  of  the  children  passed  the  tests  and 
were  presented  with  appropriate  certificates  and  badges 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council. 

Expressions  of  gratitude  v7ere  extended  to  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  in  t?.iis  matter.

V/ater, 


The  v/ater  undertaking  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Thanet  Water  Board,  which  comprises  the  old  undertaldngs 
of  Thanet,  Sandwich,  Eastry,  parts  of  the  Bridge-Blean  and 
Mid-Kent  areas. 

It  is  reported  hy  the  V/ater  Board  that  - 

’’Due  partly  to  the  wisdom  of  past  generations,  the 
Board's  area  (some  100  square  miles)  is  not  short  of  water. 
The  rain  which  is  soaked  into  the  ground  is  always  trying 
to  find  its  way  to  the  sea  and  a netv/ork  of  tunnels  has 
been  cut  through  the  chalk  to  trap  the  water  and  take  it 
to  the  wells,  where  it  is  pumped  to  the  surface," 

"Although  there  is  no  shortage  of  water  the  great 
problem  is  to  pipe  it  from  V/ingham  and  other  stations  to 
the  towns.  In  the  winter  the  Board  is  called  upon  to 
produce  something  like  five  million  gallons  of  water  a 
day, but  vi/ith  the  vast  increase  of  population  in  the  sunnier 
this  figure  jumps  to  nine  million  ga3.1ons," 

The  water  supply  for  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's 
area  is  mainly  from  the  Pleete  Reservoir,  which  is  fed  from 
the  Wingham  Wells,  and  is  supplemented  by  water  drawn  from 
the  Rumfields  Well  in  Broadstairs, 

The  water  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Strict  checks  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  water  is 
bacter iologically  pure,  and  to  this  end  a sma].l  amount 
of  chlorine  is  added. 


Examination  of  Water  Samples 

Bacteriological  examinations  v/ere  carried  out  at  the 
Public  health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  Maidstone,  at 
fortnightly  intervals  and  chenical  analyses  every  two

of  refuse;  salvage;  etc,,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  aoproximately  5,654 
promises  with  V/.C's,  draining  into  the  main  drainage  system; 
and  bj'  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises  draining 
into  cesspools  v/as  estimated  to  bo  592,  this  figure  being 
arrived  at  by  a series  of  calculations  over  the  years.

Refuse  Collection  and  Pis  ;X) sal, 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  operation 
during  the  year,  and  during  the  summer  months  a bi-v\reekly 
collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Trade  and  garden  refuse  was  collected  as  and  vdien  required. 

Collect  ion- v\/ as  by  means  of  two  rear  loading  diesel 
engined  refuse  collection  vehicles  with  salvage  trailers, 
full-time,  and  one  petrol  driven  unit  part-time. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  incineration. 
Dust  and  cinders  are  removed  by  screening  and  the  remainder 
of  the  refuse  is  automatically  delivered  on  to  a picking 
belt,  from  which  tins  and  other  ferrous  metals  are  auto- 
matically removed  by  a magnetic  separation  unit  and  other 
salvaged  material  is  picked  by  hand.  The  residue  is 
incinerated  and  the  salvaged  tins  and  paper  are  baled  and 
together  with  iron,  bones,  rags  and  other  materials  sold 
to  contractors. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of 
annually  is  approximately  5,500  tons.  In  the  financial 
year  1960/61,  £2,200  was  received  for  salvaged  materials.

This 
is  an  open  pool  of  86,000  gallons  capacity,  the  water  being 
supplied  by  the  Thane t V/ater  Board,  An  autoraatic  filtration 
and  chlorination  plant  purifies  the  water,  which  enters  the 
bath  through  an  aeration  fountain,  A daily  check  on  the 
level  of  residual  chlorine  is  Icept  by  the  bath  attendant  by 
means  of  a Louibond  Comparator,  Pour  samples  of  this  bath 
water  were  taken  during  the  summer  months,  one  of  which,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season,  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
After  certain  adjustments  had  been  made  to  the  chlorinating 
plant,  the  remaining  samples  were  all  satisfactory. 

Seven  private  schools  and  institutions  in  the  district 
also  have  small  svjiniuing  pools,  all  the  v/ater  for  which  is 
supplied  by  the  Thanet  Water  Board,

Steady  progress  continued  to  be  imde  in  enforcing  the 
requirements  of  these  Regulations,  which  came  into  force 
during  1956* 

During  the  year  all  catering  premises  v/ere  inspected 
in  relation  to  the  Regulations,  in  some  cases  verbal 
intimation  was  all  that  was  required  to  draw  attention 
to  infringements  which  must  cease  or  improvements  v/hich 
must  be  effected. 

There  continued  to  be  a steady  improvement  in  the 
more  hygienic  construction  and  layout  of  food  premises, 
and  in  the  methods  of  food  handling.  This  is  most  marked 
in  the  premises  of  the  larger  companies,  who  have  laid  down 
their  own  strict  rules  for  hygienic  practices,  and  who  are 
able  to  afford  the  raore  modern  fittings  and  equipment  for 
their  premises.  The  smaller  traders  too  are  nov;  realizing 
that  a clean  and  bright  shop  in  which  to  display  their 
goods  offers  a greater  attraction  to  the  discerning  shopper 
than  just  a promise  of  personal  service. 

In  seaside  holiday  resorts  such  as  this  there  must 
of  necessity  be  a continual  repetition  of  publicity  on 
*'Clean  Food'*  matters,  as  hotels,  boarding  houses,  cafes

In  recent  years  much  prominence  has  been  given 
nationally  to  the  subject  of  Cancer  generally,  but  chiefly 
in  relation  to  smoking. 

It  is  reported  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Report  for 
1958  - "The  Lung  Cancer  death  rate  per  million  living 
continues  to  increase  in  both  sexes  but  there  is  some 
evidence  that  the  rate  of  increase  is  slovdng  dovm.  The 
ratio  of  the  male  to  the  female  death  rate  is  now  6,6  to  1 
but  it  is  significant  that  it  is  the  over-50  age  group 
only  that  is  responsible  for  the  increasing  ratio  - below 
this  age  the  ratio  between  the  sexes  now  appears  to  be 
static  or  even  lessening  slightly.  This  is  what  might  be 
expected  to  occur  if  cigarette  smoking  v/ere  a major  causative 
factor. 

Early  diagnosis  is  based  largely  on  chest  radiography. 
Miniature  radiography  is  of  considerable  value  in  sorting 
out  suspicious  cases  as  well  as  revealing  numbers  of 
unsuspected  cases," 

The  number  of  deaths  in  this  area  from  Cancer  of  the 
Lung  and  Bronchus  was  4 males  and  2 females  - the  same 
number  as  in  1959,
